A NEW RULING BY SECRETARY FOLGER.

BULGARIA. 

Prince Alexander of Bulgaria, not finding 
it comfortable in Sophia, is now in Vienna 
consulting Francis Joseph and perhaps the 
German Embassador in that city. Two 
months ago had there been an unpleasant- 
ness in Sophia which the Prince could not 
suppress he would hade sought his friends 
in St. Petersburg. Now all is changed. 

The causes and history of the change are 
set forth at length in an interesting letter 
which Miss Nedelca D. Zankoff, the daugh- 
ter of the Bulgarian leader, has contributed 
to the Pall Mall Gazette of Sept. 15. Prince 
Alexander, it will be remembered, was made 
King of Bulgaria by the Berlin Conference. 
He owed his appointment to Russia, and 
placed himself entirely in the hands of the 
Czar and under his influence. 

Soon after he came to the throne he found, 


as did the Russian soldiers during the late 


war, that the Bulgarians were generally. well 
educated—far beyond his anticipations or 
even his wishes. He found also that they 
had higher ideas of civil liberty than were 
consonant with his autocratic notions of 
government, and he immediately set himself 
to suppress these ideas and to put out of the 
way the parties who were propagating them. 


Russia's aid was needed for this purpose. 


He represented at St. Petersburg that the 
Bulgarian Liberals were Nibilists, and that 
they were spreading their pernicious doctrine 
into Russia. At the same time he employed 
agents to circulate stories among the Bul- 
garian peasantry to the effect that the Liberal 
leaders were Russian agents, who had pock- 
eted the largesses given to them by the Czar

DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Lonpon, Sept. 29.—[Speciai Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicago Tribune.|—£verything pos- 
sible is being done by the Ofponents of the 
National League to counteragt the effect of 
its great au'umm meetings & the opposing 
demonstrations on the samd dates and in 
the same localities.

Mr. O'Connor reported to the 
assembiage the full text of the address made 
by Mr. Parnell to the delegates. It was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm, and a resolution of 
confidence in Parnell as the leader of the 
Irish party was passed amid long-continued 
applause.

JOINT DEBATE BETWEEN GOV. SHERMAN 
AND JUDGE KINNE. 

Cenar Rapips, Ia., Sept. 20.—[Special.]— 
Three thousand peopie attended the joint 
diseussion between Gov. Sherman and the 
Democratic candidate, Judge Kinne, here 
today. The Governor had the openifie and 
closing speech, dwelling upon National and 
State affairs and prohibition, and Kinne had 
one and a half hours’ time between. It was 
a pitched battle teday, and Kinne, though 
having a better voice than Sherman for out- 
door speaking, was badly used up, the chief

His Assailants Being a Gang of Drank- 
en Cowboys Intent on Reb- 
bery. 


The Fireman Wounded, but the Villains 
Routed by a Plucky Express | 
Messenger. | 


Capture of Three Men Supposed to nie’ 
Been implicated in the Affair. 


Kas., Sept. 29.—{Special.|— 


One of the most dastardly outrages that ever 


occurred in this section took place about 1 
o’clock this morning at Coolidge, a station on 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway, 
1145 miles west of here. At that time the 
Cannon Ball, or lightning express train, east- 


ward bound, stood at the station. John Hil- 


ton, the engineer, and Ggorge Fadie, the fire- 
man, were on the engine, and Conductor 
Greely was in charge of the train. White 
Peterson, the express messenger, was 
in bis car asleep. Two men mounted 
the engine, one from each side, both 
of them heavily armed with six 
shooters, one of them carrying six strapped 
around his waist. One covered the fireman 
and che other the engineer. They ordered 
the latter to pull out. Hilton calmly replied 
that he would not touch the throttle without 
orders. Two shots were instantly and sim- 
ultaneously fired, one piercing the héart of 
the brave engineer, the other passing 
through the jaw and neck of the equally 
brave fireman. Getting off the engine the 
men made for the conductor, whom they 
met on the platform, and fired several 
shots at him without effect. They 
then made a dash for the 
express-car, but here they meta sudden de- 


| feat, as the messenger opened fire and 


speedily drove them off. Whether the mes- 
senger hit one or not is a disputed point, but 
it is thought he wounded one at least. There 
was a third man connected with the robbers. 
Just where he was when the engineer and 
fireman were shot is not known, but he took 
part in the other firing. All this took but a 
moment, and many of ime passengers knew 
nothing of it. 

Conductor Greely acted with great coolness 
and deliberation, but being unarmed could 
make no fight. 

Hilton’s body was placed on the train and 
brought to this city. Fadle, whom it was 
thought was mortally wounded, walked over 
to the hotel and gave a version of the shoot- 
ing.

ALFONSO, ' 
HOOTED AND HISSED. 

Pans, Sept. 20.—The Fran- 
caise today publishes a statement, which is 
signed by prominent Spaniards in this city, 
that King Alfonso deciared that he has eu- 
tered into no engagement involving his King- 
dom during his visit to Germany. 

Immense crowds of workingmen and the 
lower classes of this city congregated today 
outside of the railway-station where King 
Alfonso of Spain was expected to alight and 
along the Rue la Fayette. A strong foree 
of cavairy and police are placed on guard at 
the station. 

President Gréyy, accompanied by his Cab- 
inet Ministers, met King Aifonso at the rail- 
way station. The crowd houted and hissed 
the Kmg upon his appearing, crying, ** Down 
with the Uhlan Kmg!” ‘The soldiers and 
police had great trouble in keeping order. 
The people were very much excited, but 
gvod-naturedly cheered the French troops. 

The houses and balconies along the route 
traversed by the King were thronged with 
people. As soon as the King appeared at the 
station the crowd made so great a clamor 
that the Spanish national anthem, which was 
being played by the band, was almost inau- 
Able. The clamor continued im all the 
streets through which the cortége passed, 
and insulting cries direeted at the King were 
coutinually raised. 

King Alfonso alighted at the Spanish Em- 
bassy and afterward visited President Grévy 
at the Palace of the Elysee. On returning to 
the Embassy the King was again hooted and 
assailed with insulting cries. The hostile 
demonstration is attributed in official quar- 
ters to the Carlists anit other foreigners. A 
number of arrests were made during the 
King’s progress to the Embassy. 

ALFUNSO—THE CONGO QUESTION. 
Panis, Sept. 29.—|Special Cable. — The 
nt thinks it is due to this country 
for King Alfonso explicitly to state whether 
he is in the Central European Alliance or 
not.

A heated discussion took place 
upon the demands of the delegates from 
London that there should be a revision of 
the rules for the election of the Executive 
Committee, They asked for larger repre- 


took part in the debate, The matter was 
finally decided, the convention voting that 
the Executive Committee shall consist of 
seven members, with the following officers: 
| President, Thomas Power O’Connor; Vice- 
President, Joseph G. Biggar; Secretary, J. 
Redmond; Treasurer, James O'Kelly, 

- Parnell started for Cork at 8 o’clock this 
eveniag. A public meeting was held in 
Albert Halt tonight, Thomas Power O’Con- 
nor presiding. The Chairman apologized 
for Parnelks absence, and explained that it 
was due to his having cuntracted a severe 
cold. Sexton was then introduced to the 
audience. He said the immense gathering 
before him proved the truth of the saying 
there was a greater Ireland beyond the sea. 
It seemed as if the Irish had taken peaceful 
possession of the British Isles. The 
speaker reminded nis hearers that they 
were the children of emigrants who had 
left Ireland in tears. He solemniy asserted 
the day would come when the elect of the 
Irish people would assemble on College 
Green. The convention, he said, had given 
fresh proof of the confidence in Parnell by 
committing the fortunes of the federation to 
seven of his followers. Sexton declared he 
eared nothing for the contempt of English- 
men. Hi, 

Biggar next addressed the meeting. He 
said irishmen were not afraid of a Tory Gov- 
ernment. In some respects Tory rule would 
pay the Irish well. For instance, they would 
profit from a foreign war. 

Afterspeeches by O’Kelly and O’Connor 
the meeting unanimously passed resolutions 
expressing confidence in the Irisn leaders, 
pledging itself to a poliey in local Partia- 
mentary elections best calculated to promote 
Irish cause, promising support to the Execu- 
tive, and congratulating Ulster on its eam- 
paign against landlordism and bigotry. A 
resolution was also unanimously adopted de- 
nouucing mob violence and reprobating jour- 
nais hounding Protestants to outrages. 

Healy, Justin MeCarthy, and Sexton were 
appointed wembers of the Executive Com- 
mittee, The galleries were cleared of a 
few spectators who had been admiited, be- 
cause a reporter was discovered there. The 
selection of a salaried Secretary to replace 
Byrne was postponed, the matter being re- 
ferred to a committee. After a long debate 
Dublin was chosen as the place to hold the 
next convention. The business transacted 
by the convention occupied much less time 
than on former occasions. Although some 
warmth was shown there was a remarkable 
absence of the exciting scenes usual at these 
gatherings. The conference was enthtsiastic 
throughout. Parnell’s appearance was the 
signal for an outburst of cheers. The rumor 
that delegates from America would attend 
the couvention proved to be unfounded,

ANCIENT TEXTS. 


some of the Means by Which They 
Become Mutilated. 


Careless Copyists and Prejudiced 
Translators to Blame. 


Interesting Paper on a Subject That Has 


William S. Liscomb in the October At 
lantic: Many a lover of the classics, who 
has toiled long over a hopelesly corrupt 
passage of his favorit author, must have 
found himself extremely perplexed if he at- 
tempted to render to bis own mind a satis- 
factory account of the process by which the 
depravation of the ancient texts took place. 
These processes, from the multiplicity of 
influences which worked together to produce 
the final result, were so numerous that the 
task is by no means an easy one. 

“The first step in departure frem accuracy 
lay in the errors which inevitably attended 
the transcription of books by hand. That 
this was the case éven in antiquity we have 
the direct testimony of the ancient authors 
themselves. Cicero, in two letters to his 
brother Quintus, speaks of certain works 
which, he says, are so fuil of errors that he 
knows not whieh way to turn. Aulus Gellius 
declares the manuscripts of Virgil to have 
been in a state of confusion in the time of 
Hadrian; and Strabo, aliuding to Aristotle’s 
writings, says that the same fate befeil all 
authors in the hands of scribes who copied 
them merely for sale. Booksellers, indeed, 
did not always hold themselves responsible 
for the accuracy of the works which they 
furnished, even when they w copied in 
their own shops, and authors sometimes re- 
vised and corrected these as a favor to friends 
who had purchased them. 

Another source of corruption lay in the 
readiness of pretentious scholars to emend 


the text, who quite as often perhaps emend- 


ed passages which had come direct from the 
author’s hands. Gellius again speaks of the 
false and audacious emendators—falst et 
audaces emendatores—and there can be littie 
doubt that the evil was widespread. When 
we remember the treatment that Paradise 

Lost “ received at the hands of Bentley, and 
recall the way in which Lessing ventured to 
tinker the text of Pliny in order to prove 
that Pythagoras Leontinus had left a statue 
of Philoctetes, we can easily comprehend 

the ground of Gellius’ complaint. It is 
quite probable, too, that many passages 
commonly considered spurious or corrupt 
are mereiy early draughts, which the author 
would have revised and polished had he 
been permitted to carry out bis deflgn. This 
is preèminently true of certain of the works 


of Aristotle, which are regarded as the 


roughly-sketched plan of treatises that were 
never elaborated. These rude, outlines of 
the great Stagirite were subsequently 
filled up by the unscrupulous Apellicon of 
Teos, and after his death fell into the hands 
of the Romans, to be copied and sold in the 
bookstalis of the imperial city. Ovid, it is 
well known, committed the unfinished man- 
uscript of his Metamorphoses to the flames, 
and the work was preserved only through 
copies that chanced to be in the hands of his 
friends. Every schoolboy is familiar with 
the story that Virgil destined his Zueid to 


a similar fate because he had not time 
to correct and polish it, decies ad unguem. 
Had he lived to complete the task it is 22 
able that the blemishes which now mark the 
work, consisting of “incongruities, gaps, 
con errors of memory and caicu- 


they died 
before their task was done. Double readings 
and marginal suggestions would have crept 
into the text, instances of interior diction 
would have .abounded, and chaos would 
have prevailed where bow we have some of 
the most admired passages of English litera- 
ture. The desire of the two great classical 
writers mentioned above to burn their un- 
finished works affords a striking illustration 
of the faliability of individuals in judging 
of the value of meir own productions. in 
the case of each of these authors the poem 
which by so narrowa chance escaped de- 
struction has proved to be not only the most 
popular, but in spite of all defecis the dest 
and greatest offspring of his genius that has 
come down to modern times. How different 
would be the estimate now formed of them 
if juaged by their other writings alone there 
is no need of argument to prove. 

HOW ERRORS CREPT IN. 

lt is not surprising that the evils already 
existing among those-who used the classical 
language as their mother tongue should have 
greatiy increased in. the centuries succeed- 
mg antiquity. This was less the case, per- 
haps, in the Eastern Empire, where the love 
of literature never ceased, and where zeal 
for the masterpiece of ancient composition 
never died out. There scholars constantly 
devoted themselves to 
the past, and cultivated persons of all ranks, 
including even the nobility, frequeutiy em- 
ployed weir time in copying. In the Wes 
88 during almost and entire period o 
was largely in the hands of monks, who 
used wy a corrupt and degraded Latin, 
and were incapable of appreciating the beau- 
ties and requirements of the classical style. 
By such scholars, oid and pure although un- 
fawiliar idioms were probably often rejected 
as errors in a blind attempt toamend tne an- 
cient la.guage to the corrupt style of later 
times. This result is well seen in those man- 
uscripts of Herodotus which have passed 
through many transcriptions, copyists sub- 
stitutimg the common forms of the diatect 
with which they were familiar for those of 
lonic orthog y and obsolete words. 

In some mistakes grew out of the 
positive ignurance of scribes who did not 
unders the sense of what they were copy- 
ing, and therefore had nothing to guide them 
in making out indistinct chirography. Er- 
rors of this kind abound in the manuscripts 
8 Persius, but of course are not limited to 

m.

petent transcribers, who found difficulty in 
deciphering older codices, and were satisfied 
if they regained something like the original 
sense and metre. The difficulty was greatly 
increased by the numerous abbreviations 
then in use, those of earlier times being mis- 
understood and wrongly expanded by subse- 
quent writers. 

During the Middle Ages till nearly the end 
of the thirteenth century every period had 
its own spelling and graphic devices, and 
even its own Latin grammar, and later copy- 
ists frequently found it no easy task to inter- 
pret correctly the writing of their predeces- 
sors. se abbreviations and ligatures the 
curious reader will find collected and dis- 
cussed in tes third volume of Tassin’s Nou- 
veau Traiié de Diplomatique. So numerous 
were the mistakes arising from them that the 
French Government at length passed a de- 
cree forbidding their employment in all pub- 
lic documents, | 

ed to these sources of error was the 
contempt which large numbers of the secu- 
lar clergy and religious orders felt for the 
works of classical literature. The “authors 
were godless h ns, who were already 
suffering in hell, and therefore could hardly 
be fit teachers or companions for the saints 
on earth. But taste for the classics never 
quite died out. Many minds still rose above 
we superstition of the age, and listened to 
the song, the narrative, the wisdom of the 
great poets, historians, and philosophers of 
Greece and Rome. The kind and 
amount of labor performed in the 
the indi- 
loved learning he endeavored to awaken the 
saine feeling in his monks, and exacted from 
wem a certain amount of literary work. 
Most frequently this was limited to religious 
subjects; yet the classics were not wholly 
neglected, and the copies which were made 
and preserved during seven centari«s after 
the fali of the Western Empire came in great 
part from the monasteries. That such labor 
was often of a merely perfunctory character 
there can be no doubt, the lack of interest of 
course increasing the liability to error. 
THE EVILS OF ALTERATION. 

Another sonrce of corruption in the hands 
of moukisl transcribers was the attempt to 
form expurgated editions of the ciassical 
poets by omitting or altering objectionable 
pasSages—a process which is mude intelligi-

preserve even the Scriptures from numerous 
errors. Origen, Eusebius, Jerome, and, later 
on, rus and Lanfranc, were compelled 
to collect and compare as many codices as pos- 
sible in order to arrive at anything like the 
lassical works surely can 


emending texts. 

The universality of the evil compels us to 
believe that the monkish copyists were not 
exempt. Those corruptions, ind which 
affected the teachings of secular authors are 
to be —— — them. Thus the sen- 
tences of Quintius Sestlus Niger, in the hands 
of the monk Rufinus, received a distinctly 
Christian coloring. Similarly in the excerpts 
from Tibullus, which were made from the 
ninth to the thirteenth — the text is 
altered to suit the excerptor. hanges in the 
diction and amplification of the contents of 
Solinus are conjectured to Rave been due to 
the Scotch monksof La e Constance. Works 
which were used as text-books in the male 
val schools suffered severely; owing, in part, 
to the d in style then prevalent; in 

' pees it is provable, to mpts to bring them 
nto harmony with the ethical and religious 
opinions of ei 

To deny the vast services rendered to lit- 
erature by the monks and ecclesiastics of the 
Middle Ages would be both foolish and un- 
just; but while accord to them the praise 
which is their due, the classicai scholar can- 
not fail to see that they were often guilty eof 
great negligence and ofthe prejudices nat- 
ural to their order. ‘Thecensure commonly 
heaped upon them use they were not 
better patrons of secular K. how- 
ever, hardly well considered, monas- 
teries were onty religious houses, and 
were no more to cultivate or 
perpetuate polite iiterature than are 
the churches and charitable institutions of 
today. What the monasteries did in this di- 
recuon was wholly gratuitous, and for it the 
world has reason to ba thankful. The real 
ground of complaint against them is that 
they were not always honest in leav the 
works of el cal authors as they found 
them; but this grew out of the different lit- 
erary ideal of the times, or from a conscien- 
tious desire to do for them what we erns 
have done in the case of many of our most fa- 
miliar hymas, which have been altered to suit 
the doctrines of any sect that chooses to use 
them. Still it would be wrong to suppose that 
all the corruptions made during Middle 
Ages were due to the monastic scholars 
alone. Secular grammarians existed in Italy 
till at least the seventh c and in the 
East during the entire m leval period. 
These, no doubt, exercised the assumed pre- 
rogative of theirart in working over passages 
which failed to harmonize with their person- 
al views. Copyists who wrought for hire 
were also well known, and in their igno- 
rance and incompetency often confused both 
the words and the sense of the authors that 
mm into their hands. One person frequently 

ctated to several such writers at 
a time, a fact 
greatly increase the liability to 
error. This custom is believed not to have 
prevailed to any great extent in the cloisters, 
where the rule of silence seems generally to 
have been observed. No century, moreover, 
was free from imposters like the unscrupu- 
lous Andreas Darmarius, who corrupted or- 
thography, gave false titles to 
struck out or inserted passages 
pleasure. Notwithstanding this his tran- 
scriptions sold at a high price, and are found 
in almost all the large libraries of Europe. 
THE COPYISTS. - 

The secularization of learning and the 
most entire cessation of literary che, 
the monasteries durm and thi nth and 
fourteenth centuries placed the copy 
care of man pts chiefly in the h “ot 
lay scholars. In this movement the iuitial 
impulse came from the universities. A 
though the branches pursued in these insti- 
tutions were chiefly canon and civil law, 
medicine and theology study of the 
classics not having taken deep root till 
latter t of the fourteenth century— 
need of trustworthy texts for the thousands 


of students who congregated there led to the 

employment of considerable numbers 
of copy These were under 
the direction of 


the rectors, or 
of special censors called pectarrii; they fur- 
nished books at prices fixed by tne latter, 
and were responsible to them for the accu- 
racy of their work. But in spite of ail pre- 
cautions errors were frequent, especial! 
when »pyist left the routine with whic 
he was familiar. ‘Ibe fact that the universi- 
ties found such a course necessary in order 
to obtain transcriptions which they would be 


plies that incompetent persons were alteady 
supplying the market with their own ig 


rate texts. Over these neither the upiversi- 
ties nor any other power exercised slight- 
est control. 


Thus a new industry had sprang into ex- 
istence, or rather an old industry had under- 
gone a wonderful expansion to meetanew de- 
mand. On the revival of humani learn- 
ing, beginning with Petrarch, the study of 
rhetoric, poetry, philosophy, history, or- 
atory gradually came to oecupy the atten 
of Italian scholars, until the enthusiasm f. 
belles lettres engaged all die fin~r intellects 
of the times. Competent masters of ti 
classics found lucrative positions, open 
them in the aces of wealthy eitizens, the 
courts of rinees, offices of Chan- 
the Secre- 


rs, and 
tor ians. thus stiwu- 
lated for the works of polite MNerature, as 
distinguished from law, medicigje, and che- 
ology, furnished a new field forthe, activity 
of Hanseribecs, who of eoufse multiplid 
rapidly to supply the need. Not only were 
there local copyists in the varions towns, but 
writers who 1 themselves on their ele- 
gance and sk I went around from city tecity 
and from State to State, — 15 in the houses 
ot wealthy individu being entertained 
as guests during ir stay. As this 
movement was to a great extent out- 
side of the universities, the restraints ap- 
plicabie to tran ptions made under 
their control were no longer avallable. 
Thus the last means of obtaining accuracy 
was swept away, and this important branch 
of work was left largely in the hands of in- 
competent and even ignorant persons. Pe- 
trarch bitterly lamented the low taste of an 

ve culture o n retti 

that no law like that of Csuahuntins op — 
valled, which forbade the copying of béoks 
except by experienced and skilifal writers. 
Cooks, blacksmiths, farm laborers, weavers, 
and other artisans, he argued, would not be 
employed without some test of their capabii- 
ity, but copyists were neither examined nor 
subjected to any restraint. Whoever could 
paint on parchment, or form characters with 
a pen, straightway was accepted as 
a reputable writer, though devoid of 
artistic ability, learning, or even intelli- 
gence. Correct spelling had long been 
lost, but of this he would not complain if 
the copyists would write at all what was put 
into their hands. Their own, ignorance might 
in that case be no less apparent, but the sub- 
stance at least of the original would be pre- 
served. Cicero, Livy, and especially Pliny, 
if they could return to earth, would no longer 
recognize their own works, and whe modern 
author who had intrusted a book to these 
catch-penny buuglers would not himself 
know it when it was done. Indeed, after 
“trying more than ten times to have his De 
Vita Solitaria transeribed, he complained in 
a letter to Boccaccio that he had not been 
able to obtaiu in many years a copy of a work 
2 he had written ina few months. Yet
